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JANUARY 11, 1954 


The 577th meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, January 11, at 2 p.m., with President Steiner in the chair.

The committee appointed last October to study the advisability of 
recommending elimination of termite shields to City and County officials 
compiling a new building code reported its findings. A motion on whether 
the Society should or should not propose elimination of termite shields 
was voted down. 


Dr. Pemberton was unanimously elected to honorary membership in 
the Society. Dr. Pemberton retired from active service with the Experi- 
ment Station, H.S.P.A., at the end of 1953. 


NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


SPODOPTERA MAURITIA (Boisduval): Dr. Pemberton exhibited speci- 
mens of this phalaenid which have been taken in a light trap operated 
near Barber’s Point, Oahu, since December, 1953, indicating that the 
species is established in that area. 


The caterpillar of this moth is referred to in literature as an armyworm 
attacking sugar cane, rice, and other grasses in Africa, India, the Malay 
Archipelago, Australia, New Guinea, Samoa, Guam, Fiji, and other Pa- 
cific islands. It is particularly destructive to rice plants in India and the 
Philippines. It was possibly brought to Hawaii in an airplane from Guam 
or Fiji. 

Identification of the species has been verified by Dr. Frank E. Todd, 
Division of Insect Detection and Identification, U. S. Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy and Plant Quarantine. The name Spodoptera mauritia appears in 
Hawaiian literature from 1899 to July, 1938, but it was based on misiden- 
tification of our common armyworm, which is actually Laphygma exempta 
(Walker), as explained by Dr. Swezey (‘PRocEEDINGs,” 10:75, 1938!) . 
Now we have both species. 


1 Throughout this publication, ‘‘PRocEEDINGS’’ refers to the Proceedings of the Hawaiian Entomo- 
logical Society. 
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Cis IMMATURUS Zimmerman: Mr. Ford exhibited specimens of this 
beetle collected in the Koolau Mts., February 21, 1949, in bracket fungi; 
in the Waianae Mts., May, 1953, on dead koa wood; and in Kipapa Gulch, 
December, 1953, in “Jew’s ear” fungus. These are new records of distri- 
bution on Oahu for the species, which was known hitherto only from 
Maui. 


PHOLIDOPHORUS ADVENA Zimmerman: Mr. Ford stated that specimens 
of this cossonid beetle had been collected by him at Maunalua Valley, 
Oahu, in January, 1952, and at Moanalua Gardens in May, 1953; and 
also by Dr. Pemberton in his own garden, Honolulu, in May, 1950. 


FEBRUARY 8, 1954 


The 578th meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, February 8, at 2 p.m., with President Steiner in the chair.

Dr. Hardy gave a progress report of the work of his committee on 
common names, and there was considerable discussion of the additions 
which the committee proposes to make to the national list of common 
names. 


NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


WAKE IsLAND: Mr. Joyce, just returned from a visit to Wake Island, 
exhibited a collection from this island, including several new records. He 
stated that rats, at one time extremely abundant on the island, are now 
relatively scarce. 


The new records included the following: Sarcophaga argyrostoma (Ro- 
bineau-Desvoidy) , Sarcophaga dux Thomson, Sarcophaga gressitti Hall 
and Bohart, and Sarcophaga peregrina (Robineau-Desvoidy) ; Atherigona 
orientalis (Schiner), Neoscatella sexnotata (Cresson), Discocerina mera 
(Cresson) , Notogramma stigma (Fab.) , and Olfersia aenescens ‘Thomson; 
Blatella germanica (L.), Periplaneta americana (L.), and Periplaneta 
australasiae (Fab.). Other new records will be reported in the forthcom- 
ing “INSECTS OF MICRONESIA.” 


PEREGRINATOR BIANNULIPES (Montrouzier and Signoret) : Dr. Tuthill 
exhibited two specimens of this reduviid collected by his students at 
Barber’s Point. ‘The species has a very wide distribution in the Pacific, 
but only a few specimens are known from any one locality. Only one speci- 
men had been collected in Hawaii previously, by Perkins at Waianae, 
Oahu. 


CHEIRACANTHIUM DIVERSUM Koch: Dr. Hardy stated that Dr. Gertsch 
of the American Museum of Natural History had given him this name 
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for the Cheiracanthium which is known to have bitten several people in 
the Territory in the last four years. 


ANAPHOTHRIPS CORBETTI Priesner: Mr. Look reported that Stephen Au 
had collected this thrips on Vanda flowers for the first time on Kauai on 
December 24, 1953. It has been effectively controlled there with DDT. 
Identification of the insect was made by Mr. K. Sakimura. 


LAPHYGMA EXEMPTA (Walker): Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg reported an 
outbreak of caterpillars of this phalaenid at Kaalualu Ranch, South Point, 
Hawaii, on January 19. Infestation was heavy in some paddocks but gen- 
erally spotty over some 4,000 acres. Parasites bred from material collected 
at South Point were Hyposoter exiguae (Viereck) , Apanteles marginiven- 
tris (Cresson), Meteorus laphygmae Viereck, and Eucelatoria armigera 
(Coquillett) . Adults of Chaetogaedia monticola (Bigot) were seen flying 
over infested grass. 


ACHAEA JANATA (L.): For C. J. Davis it was announced that on Janu- 
ary 19 Harold Yamayoshi, Territorial Plant Quarantine Inspector, found 
two isolated Christmas berry trees between Pahala and Naalehu, Hawaii,’ 
heavily infested by caterpillars of this species. One of the trees was being 
stripped. Christmas berry (Schinus terebinthifolius) is a new host plant 
record for this insect in Hawaii. 


ACANTHOCORIS CLAVIPES (F.): Mr. Chilson stated that O. N. Liming 
had collected this species on Ambrosia sp. on the island of Guam, in Sep- 
tember and October of 1953. The species was determined by R. I. Sailer 
and has been known heretofore from the Philippine Islands. 


PROTAETIA FUSCA (Herbst): Mr. Chilson said that two specimens of 
this cetoniid had been collected by O. N. Liming, in January, 1954, at the 
Naval Air Station, Guam. This is a new record of distribution for the 
species. | 


OLFERSIA AENESCENS Thompson: Dr. Gressitt exhibited a series of this 
hippoboscid from Kilauea Point Light Station, Kauai, where the flies are 
common every year from November to February and their bites inflict 
painful, long-lasting sores on the personnel of the station. In January of 
this year the same species was collected by Drs. Gressitt and Richardson, 
of the Bishop Museum, on red-footed boobies at Mokapu Point, Oahu. 
It is surmised that the flies reach the light station on Kauai on these same 
birds. 


Mipway IsLAND: Mr. Clagg, recently returned from a short trip to 
this island, spoke of the unsanitary conditions of the place, where Aedes 
mosquitoes and flies of at least eleven species are very abundant, the latter 
breeding in large burnable-rubbish dumps. | 


MARCH 8, 1954 


The 579th meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, March 8, at 2 p.m., with President Steiner in the chair.

Dr. Gressitt nominated Miss Janet A. Prohaska, presently stationed in 
Guam, for membership in the Society. 


NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


ARAECERUS sp.: Mr. Ford stated that he and Mr. Chilson had collected 
an Araecerus, (Anthribidae) at Pearl Harbor on February 26, 1954, which 
appears to be a species new to Hawaii. The same species was collected 
from Sesbania pods during the same month by O. N. Liming on the island 
of Guam, and it appears to be new there also. 


EURYTOMA ORCHIDEARUM (Westwood) : Mr. Look stated that the Catt- 
leya fly was found established in several orchid collections at Haiku, 
Maui, by Messrs. L. K. Akaka and C. J. Davis on January 12, 1954. ‘This is 
the first record of this pest on Maui. A shipment of uncertified plants from 
Hilo, Hawaii, about a year ago, was probably responsible for the introduc- 
tion of the pest to Maui. 


PEREGRINATOR BIANNULIPES (Montrouzier and Signoret) : For Dr. Tut- 
hill, Miss Adachi read the following note: The two specimens of a re- 
duviid bug which were collected in the Barber’s Point area by Edward 
Sawa in December and exhibited last month appear to be identical with 
specimens from Guam identified by Usinger as Peregrinator biannulipes. 
A single specimen was recorded in the “Fauna Hawarlensis” (1901:3 (2) : 
150, Pl. 4, Fig. 17) under the name Alloeocranum biannulipes with the 
comment, “almost certainly very recently imported.” This specimen was 
collected by Perkins at least 55 years ago from “Waianae Mts.” in April. 
It may be that it was a recently imported specimen and the recent captures 
may be a second accidental introduction; however this seems to me un- 
likely. I think it probable that the species is a native of the Waianae sec- 
tion. If this be true there is a possibility that closer scrutiny will show 
it to be a distinct species. 


P. biannulipes is recorded also from Fiji, New Caledonia, Philippines, 
Reunion, Rodriguez, Malacca, Marquesas, ‘Tahiti, Samoa in the Pacific 
and according to Usinger is tropicopolitan. 

This species is not included in “Insects or Hawan,” apparently being 


considered by Zimmerman as an immigrant which had not become estab- 
lished. 


APRIL 12, 1954 


The 580th meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, April 12, at 2 p.m., with President Steiner in the chair.

Dr. Pemberton showed a thick mimeographed compilation of en- 
tomological information, mostly historical, which the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture has sent as a gift to the Society in connection with the cele- 
bration of the 100th anniversary of professional entomology. The volume 
will be deposited in the Society’s library for use by the members. 

Dr. Carter announced the death of Dr. Marlatt and the Secretary was 
instructed to convey the Society’s condolences to the bereaved family. 


Miss Janet A. Prohaska was elected to membership in the Society. 


PAPERS 


Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg presented a paper for Mr. C. J. Davis entitled, 
“Some Recent Lepidopterous Outbreaks on the Island of Hawaii.” 


NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


TENUIPALPUS PACIFICUS Baker: Mr. Look stated that a severe infesta- 
tion by this red spider had been observed for the first time in the Territory 
at Kapahulu, Honolulu, on September 29, 1953. Although the mites were 
controlled with sulphur, most of the plants failed to recover. The mites 
were identified by Dr. E. W. Baker. 


THYSANOPTERA sp.: Mr. Ito exhibited branches of the orchid Dendro- 
bium superbum in which the buds were dead or undeveloped due to 
injury by a thrips which had been found in Honolulu, on March 2. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Sakimura, to whom the thrips was given for identification, 
the species is new to the Territory and probably of Malayan origin, but 
its identity is not yet certain. 


ARMYWORM DISEASES: Dr. Bess stated for Dr. Tanada that on March 17 
and 18 he had observed an epizootic of a polyhedrosis virus disease de- 
stroying nearly 100 per cent of a dense infestation of armyworms at Kahua 
Ranch, Kohala, Hawaii. One of the apparently healthy worms collected in 
the locality died later from another disease which is probably a granulosis. 
A bacterial infection, a fungus (Beauveria sp.), and a probable granu- 
losis virus infection were observed killing armyworms on the same dates 
at Piikea Gulch. 


TELEONEMIA SCRUPULOSA Stal: Mr. Maehler stated for Mr. Ford that 
on April 8 he had found the lantana tingid breeding on the endemic 
plant Myoporum sandwicense in the Barber’s Point area. Mr. Bianchi 
stated that he had made the same observation on about the same date, and 
pointed out that this is the first time in more than fifty years since it 
was described that scrupulosa has ever been recorded feeding and breed- 
ing on any other host plant than Lantana camara. This might mean that 
the form concerned is actually a new variety or strain, possibly one of 
several imported recently into Hawaii from the West Indies and South 
America. 
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Niripuip sp.: A nitidulid reported by Chilson and Ford at the last 
meeting was reported by Mr. Maehler in flowers of Capparis and cotton. 


TRICHOCLEA EDWARDSI Smith: Mr. Chilson stated that one specimen of 
this moth had been found alive in an airplane at Honolulu Airport on De- 
cember 25, 1953, by Mr. E. J. Ford. According to E. L. Todd, who identi- 
fied the moth, this is the second specimen which he has received trom the 
Territory. The species is from California and closely resembles Trichoclea 
postica Smith, which was collected by Dr. Swezey in the Iroquois Point 
light trap in 1947. 


MEGASTIGMUs sp.: Mr. Chilson stated that alfalfa seed collected at Ford 
Island on March 17, 1954, had been found densely infested by this torymid 
wasp. Mr. Fullaway had collected one specimen of the same wasp at a 
window in 1922 but it was not known to be established hitherto. 


PERKINSIELLA VITIENSIS Kirkaldy: Mr. Chilson stated that many of these 
leafhoppers were collected by Mr. J. I. Mason on April 3, 1954, in the 
cargo and pilot’s compartments of an airplane just arrived from Fiji at the 
Honolulu airport. This is the second largest invasion of these insects on 
record, although occasional individuals are not uncommon in the planes. 


KYLOTHRIPS and LycripAE: Mr. Keck exhibited specimens of wood 
damaged by beetles on Guam. The wood had originated in the Philippine 
Islands and the beetles were tentatively identified by Dr. Gressitt as Xylo- 
thrips religiosa (Boisduval) and a lyctid. 


GASTERACANTHA CANCRIFORMIS (L.): Mr. Fullaway exhibited a speci- 
men of this spider which had been found on Roundtop Drive, in Mr. 
William Raseman’s garden, where the species appeared to be well estab- 
lished. This is the first record of the appearance of this spider in Hawaii. 


KIAWE MoTH: Mr. Fullaway stated that according to. his latest informa- 
tion the small black moth recently found breeding in Prosopis flowers is a 
new species of Cosmopterygidae, and that it is presently in process of 
description by Dr. Gates Clarke. , 


APANTELES MARGINIVENTRIS (Cresson): Mr. Bianchi reported rearing 
two individuals of this species from caterpillars of Ethmia colonella Wal- 
singham, and finding several caterpillars which appeared to be sick and 
undeveloped and were carrying dead larvae of the parasite within them- 
selves. It appears from this observation that Ethmia is not a completely 
suitable host for Apanteles, and this perhaps explains why repeated ob- 
servations in the past had failed to reveal that Ethmia was ever parasitized 
at all. The caterpillars were found defoliating a tree of Cordia subcordata 
at Barber’s Point, Oahu, during the first week of April. 


CORYTHUCA MORRILLI Osborn and Drake: Mr. Bianchi stated that on 
April 7, at Barber’s Point, he had found this tingid feeding and repro- 
ducing on the foliage of Pluchea indica. This is a new host plant record 

for the species. 
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PLAGITHMYSUS sp.: Mr. Bianchi stated that E. A. J. Duffy, coleopterist 
with the British Museum, had recently informed him by letter that the 
Plagithmysus discovered by Mr. Ford on Sapindus at Waianae in 1953 was 
probably a new species, not P. albertisi as originally surmised by Mr. Ford. 
The types of albertisi, however, are not in the British Museum and Mr. 
Duffy could not be certain of the insect’s identity without comparing it 
with these types, which are probably in the Genoa Museum. 


CEROPLASTES CISTUDIFORMIS Townsend and Cockerell: Dr. Hardy said 
that according to recent information this is the correct name for the insect 
found on passion vine by Dr. Sherman and reported by him under the 
name of C. cirripediformis Comstock (‘‘PROCEEDINGS,” 15:271, 1954). 

Following the meeting there was a showing of “500,000 to 1,” a film 
provided by the U. S. Department of Agriculture as part of the celebra- 
tion of the 100th anniversary of professional entomology. 


MAY 10, 1954 


The 58lst meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, May 10, at 2 p.m., with President Steiner in the chair.

PAPERS 


Mr. Ford presented for publication a paper entitled “A New Oodemas 
from Oahu (Coleoptera: Curculionidae) .” 


NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


LIRIS OPULENTA (Lepeletier) : Mr. Weber reported the capture of a fe- 
male of this species carrying an immature Gryllodes sigillatus (Walker) 
at Aina Haina on April 24. This is the second host record for this immi- 
grant larrid, the other being that of Acheta oceanica (LeGuillou) , taken 
at Kaelepulu Pond, Kailua, on September 28, 1953. 


NESITHMYSUS HAASII Perkins: Mr. Ford exhibited a large specimen of 
this cerambycid recently collected by him on the Koolau range. 


OODEMAS spp.: Mr. Ford exhibited his own well prepared collection of 
this endemic genus, with many species. 


CACTOBLASTIS CACTORUM (Berg): Mr. Fullaway stated that in his opin- 
ion the efficiency of this species as a control for cactus in Waimea, Hawaii, 
was greatly reduced by high incidence of parasitization by Trichogramma 
minutum. 


CEUTORHYNCHUS sp.: Mr. Bianchi exhibited a small weevil which he 
had found in great numbers feeding on the foliage of Portulaca oleracea at

Mapulehu, Molokai, on April 29. He stated that this was the same weevil 
reported last year from Oahu by Mr. Ford (‘“PRocEEpINGs,” 15:269, 1954) 
and that the generic name had been given to Mr. Ford by Dr. Guy Mar- 
shall, to whom specimens had been sent. Mr. Bianchi stated that the 
weevils were numerous enough to defoliate the plant completely in many 
cases and cause it to collapse, as if sprayed with some herbicide. 


EMPOASCA SOLANA DeLong: Mr. Bianchi stated that on May 3 he, Mr. 
J. S. Rosa, and Mr. Rokuro Urata had visited the large orchid collection 
of the latter and had found several kinds of orchids injured by this grass- 
inhabiting cicadellid. ‘The injury is apparently due to feeding by the 
adults and shows up first as collapsed, colorless areas of the petals which 
gradually turn brown and spoil the appearance of the flower. According 
to Mr. Urata, it was observed for the first time only about a month ago 
but is now alarmingly common in many orchid houses of the Palama 
section of Honolulu. 


ARMYWORMsS: Dr. Tanada showed a number of excellent colored slides 
illustrating the epizootic disease of armyworms which he recently investi- 
gated on the island of Hawaii. These gave rise to considerable discussion 
of the disease or diseases involved. 

Mr. Beardsley, passing through Honolulu on his way to California, gave 
an account of his work and observations during the last two years in the 
Trust ‘Territory of the Pacific. 


JUNE 14, 1954 


The 582nd meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, June 14, at 2 p.m. with President Steiner in the chair.

The volume was sent by Mrs. Marlatt 
as a memorial gift to our Society and is to be deposited in the Society’s 
library. | 

Mr. Fullaway announced the death of Mr. D. B. Langford on May 28, 
in Japan. Mr. Langford was an active member of the Society from 1908 
to 1921, and its Secretary-Treasurer from 1909 to 1912. The Secretary was 
instructed to convey the Society’s condolences to the bereaved family.

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


ARAECERUS sp.: Dr. Sherman exhibited an Araecerus new to Hawaii 
which had been found in May doing extensive damage to koa haole beans 
on the grounds of the University of Hawaii. Specimens had been sent to 
the National Museum for identification but their identity needed further 
clarification, 


TOMOCERA CEROPLASTIS Perkins: Dr. Sherman stated that this ptero- 
malid had been identified for him by Mr. Fullaway from specimens reared 
out of Ceroplastes cistudiformis Townsend and Cockerell on passion fruit. 


ANTHRAX DISTIGMA Wiedemann (Aussereurop. Zweifl. Ins. 1.309.74— 
1828) : Dr. Tuthill exhibited specimens of this bombyliid determined by 
Dr. Wirth of the U. S. National Museum. All had been collected during 
May of this year, three on the slopes of Punchbowl and one at the Bishop 
Museum, and they constitute the first record of a member of this family 
for the ‘Territory. The species is known in the Orient and the Pacific but 
its hosts are unknown. 


EURYRHOPALUS PRETIOSA (Timberlake) : Mr. Fullaway exhibited speci- 
mens of this encyrtid reared recently from Pseudococcus citri (Risso) on 
Oahu. The parasite was introduced into Hawaii early in the twenties from 
Mexico and had been reported heretofore only on Pseudococcus brevipes 
(Cockerell) from Kauai and Lanai. The present record is thus new as to 
host and locality. 


CACTOBLASTIS CACTORUM (Berg): Mr. Fullaway stated that a recent sur- 
vey by the Board of Agriculture and Forestry showed that this moth, 
originally introduced only to the island of Hawaii, has now spread to the 
islands of Lanai and Maui by itself and is firmly established there. 


PROTAETIA FUSCA (Herbst): Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg stated that this 
cetonlid had been found on the island of Hawaii on May 24, 1954, at 
Puueo, Hilo, by Mr. Clarence Lyman; and on the island of Maui by Wim. 
S. K. Brandt at an unspecified locality, sometime before June 7, 1954. 
Protaetia was first captured on Oahu in June, 1949, and had not been 
reported previously from either Hawaii or Maui. 


HERCOTHRIPS FASCIATUS (Pergande): Mr. Bianchi spoke of finding a 
fairly dense population of the notorious bean thrips on Heliotropium 
curassavicum, a coral strand weed, at Barber’s Point, Oahu, during April 
and May of this year. This is a new host-plant record for the species and 
may explain how it maintains itself in Hawaii during long periods when 
it cannot be found on other plants. 


KWAJALEIN: Mr. Keck, recently returned from a visit to this island, 
stated that a species of /cerya was being decimated there by a coccinellid 
recently introduced for the purpose along with a lacewing. He also spoke 
of an unsuccessful effort which is being made in Kwajalein to eradicate 
the mynah bird, which was probably introduced surreptitiously by mem- 
bers of the armed forces during the war. 
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JULY 12, 1954 


The 583rd meeting was held at the H.S.P.A. Experiment Station on 
Monday, July 12, at 2 p.m., with Dr. Gressitt substituting in the chair for 
President Steiner. .

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


Mr. Fullaway stated that Q. C. Chock, of the Territorial Board of 
Agriculture and Forestry, had recently visited Lanai and had found eggs 
of Cactoblastis cactorum (Berg), a species only lately discovered on that 
island, heavily parasitized by Trichogramma minutum. 


Dr. Carter gave an interesting account of the meetings of the Pacific 
Branch of the Entomological Society of America, which he attended from 
June 22 to June 24 at Bend, Oregon. 


Dr. Carter exhibited photographs of a dog before and after successful 
treatment for mange by bathing in a 2% emulsion of malathion. His re- 
marks gave rise to a general discussion of recent developments in the field 
of insecticides. 


AUGUST 9, 1954

Dr. Gressitt presented for publication two papers by Dr. Z. Kaszab of 
the Hungarian National Museum entitled “Die ‘Tenebrioniden der Samoa 
Inseln” and “Tenebrioniden der Fiji Inseln.” 
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NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


PopILLIA JAPONICA (Newman): Mr. Chilson exhibited eight speci- 
mens of this scarab which Federal Quarantine Inspectors had found alive 
in five different airplanes at Hickam Air Force Base, from August 3 to 
August 6. The planes had arrived from the Tokyo International Airport, 


Japan. 


TROGODERMA GRANARIUM Everts: Mr. Look exhibited specimens of this 
dermestid, spoke of the damage it has done to stored products in Cali- 
fornia since its establishment there in 1953, and stated that quarantine 
measures should and probably soon would be established in Hawaii to 
prevent introduction of the pest into the Territory. 

Dr. Carter pointed out that malathion is being used extensively and 
successfully in California to control the pest. 


ANTHERAEA YAMAMAI Guérin: Mr. Maehler stated that Federal Quar- 
antine Inspectors had recently intercepted twenty living larvae of this 
saturniid which a passenger from Japan was intent on carrying to someone 
in the U. S. 


CHEIRACANTHIUM DIVERSUM Koch: Dr. Gressitt stated that he had been 
consulted last week in the case of an eight-year-old child bitten on a 
finger by one of these spiders. The injury had been treated with hot water 
compresses and pain had subsided in four or five hours without serious 
consequences. 


CORYTHUCA MORRILLI Osborn and Drake: Miss Adachi spoke of finding 
this tingid abundant on Verbesina encelioides on the grounds of the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii. Mr. Bianchi stated that this plant appears now to be 
a more important host than Xanthium canadense on which the bug was 
originally reported in the Waianae area of Oahu. According to his ob- 
servations, Corythuca has lately become scarcer on Xanthium while be- 
coming more abundant and widespread on Verbesina. ‘This is probably a 
seasonal phenomenon, reflecting varying conditions and abundance of the 
host plants. 


TACHYPOMPILUS ANALIS (F.) : It was reported for Mr. Van Zwaluwen- 
burg that he had taken this parasite of the “hunting spider,” Heteropoda 
regia (F.) at Kilauea Plantation, Kauai, on July 19, 1954. This is a new 
island record for the species, heretofore known from Hawaii, Molokai, 
Maui, and Oahu. | 


CONOTELUS MEXICANUS Murray: Mr. Bianchi exhibited a series of this 
nitidulid collected by a group of hikers on morning glory flowers at 
Nanakuli, Oahu, on August Ist. This insect is reported by E. O. Essig 
(“INSECTS OF WESTERN NORTH America” 1926, p. 409) to damage the flow- 
ers and buds of blackberries, peaches, roses, cotton, oranges, and other 
plants in North America. Its presence in the Territory had not been 
previously reported, but Mr. Ford had found it in abundance in March 
of this year in the Waianae area of Oahu. : 
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SEPTEMBER 13, 1954 '

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


SARCOPTES: Mr. Namba showed photos of a pig before and after suc- 
cessful treatment with a 2% dilution of malathion for hog mange, pre- 
sumably caused by a Sarcoptes mite. 


SPODOPTERA MAURITIA (Boisduval) : Dr. Tanada reported an outbreak 
of this armyworm on manienie lawns (Cynodon dactylon) at Wailupe 
Circle, Honolulu. The outbreak was observed by him on September 10, 
but the damaged areas were already well demarcated and fairly extensive, 
indicating the caterpillars had been feeding for some time, probably a 
full generation. This is the first instance of such damage since Spodoptera 
was reported in the Territory at the January meeting of our Society. 


PHILAENUS SPUMARIUS (L.): Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg reported that on 
August 15 he and Mr. Beardsley had found spittle masses with feeding . 
nymphs of this cercopid on Chenopodium oahuense, at Pohakuloa, Ha- 
waii, 6,000 ft. elevation. Although this immigrant bug has a long list of 
native and introduced host plants, Chenopodium oahuense is a new rec- 
ord, as is also the locality. Up to now this American bug had been re- 
ported in the Territory only at Kilauea National Park, where it was first 
found in January 1944. 


EIDOLEON WILSONI (McLachlan): Mr. Beardsley reported unusual 
abundance of the adults of this myrmeleonid on August 14 and 15 near the 
Saddle Road, Hawaii, one mile from the Board of Agriculture camp, at 
an elevation of some 6,000 ft. No larvae were seen; but several cocoons 
were found under loose rocks in the same area and it is presumed that 
Eidoleon adults had emerged from them. No such cocoons have been re- 
ported in our literature before. 


OECHALIA PACIFICA (Stal): Eggs, nymphs, and one adult of this bug 
were found by Mr. Beardsley and Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg on Chenopo- 
dium oahuense infested with larvae of Mapsidius chenopodii at Pohaku- 
loa, Hawaii, on August 14 and 15. Nymphs were observed feeding on the 
larvae of Mapsidius. This is the first record of Oechalia pacifica on the 
big island, although specimens collected by Mr. Fullaway at Makahalau 
in 1948 are to be found in the H.S.P.A. collection. 


CEUTORHYNCHUS sp.: Mr. Beardsley reported finding larvae of this 
newly reported immigrant weevil feeding on Portulaca oleracea at Hawi 
and Hutchinson Sugar Plantation, Hawaii, and at Wailuku, Maui, early 
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in August of this year. This is the first record of Ceutorhynchus from those 
islands. Previously it was known only from Oahu and Molokai. 


HYPERASPIS LIMBATUS Casey: Mr. Beardsley reported the collection of 
several adults of this coccinellid in cane fields near Lahaina, Maui, on 
September 10, 1954. The species was introduced from California by Koe- 
bele in 1906 as a mealy-bug enemy, but there are no records of any prior 
recovery in our literature. | 


ELYTROTEINUS SUBTRUNCATUS (Fairmaire) : Mr. Ford spoke on rearing 
this weevil from a ti cutting (Cordyline terminalis) intercepted by quar- 
antine inspectors in a shipment to California. The weevil has been found 
in taro roots, white ginger roots, sugar cane, lemons, cycad trunk, avocado 
seed, and Marattia fern, but this is the first record of it from ti. 


PSELAPHIDAE sp.: Mr. Ford reported catching an unidentified pselaphid 
beetle in a light trap in Honolulu on August 9. The Pselaphidae are an 
ant-loving group hitherto not represented in the Territory. 


RHYNCOGONUS sp.: Mr. Ford exhibited a series of a large Rhyncogonus 
weevil collected during August on Pelea clusiaefolia on the Kawiwi Ridge, 
Waianae Mts. This is apparently a new species and is to be sent to the 
British Museum for positive identification. 


POPILLIA JAPONICA (Newman): Mr. Maehler stated that eighteen live 
adults of the Japanese beetle have been found in aircraft from the Orient 
at the Honolulu airport during the month of August. 


CACTOBLASTIS CACTORUM (Berg) : Mr. Bianchi exhibited caterpillars of 
this species and the cactus pads from which they had been taken at 
Koko Head, Oahu, on September 10. This is a new island record for the 
species, which was originally introduced only to the island of Hawaii and 
is presumed to have been airborne from there to Maui and Lanai. 


OCTOBER 11, 1954

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


ANTHRAX DISTIGMA Wiedeman: Miss Adachi pointed out that F. X. Wil- 
liams reared what was probably this bombyliid from Eumenes germaini 
Lucas in New Caledonia (‘PRoceEpincs,” 12:421, 1945). This suggests. | 
that the host in Hawaii is probably also a Eumenes. 
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SPODOPTERA MAURITIA (Boisduval) : Mr. Beardsley stated that 25 Chae- 
togaedia monticola (Bigot) and six Achaetoneura archippivora (Wil- 
liston) had been reared from 152 larvae of S. mauritia collected at Wai- 
lupe Circle, Honolulu, during September. This amounts to about 20% 
parasitism by these flies. 

Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg stated that he had found cocoons of Apanteles 
marginiventris (Cresson) at Kailua, Oahu, in circumstances which indi- 
cated that this braconid also parasitizes Spodoptera. Mr. Bianchi corro- 
borated the surmise with the observation that one small caterpillar 
collected at Wailupe and dissected yielded what may have been an 
Apanteles larva. 


CEROPLASTES CISTUDIFORMIS Townsend and Cockerell: Mr. Beardsley 
stated that he had reared the pteromalid Scuiellista cyanea Motschulsky 
and the aphelinid Aneristus ceroplastae Howard from scales of this species 
collected on Duranta repens near the University of Hawaii in September. 
Both of these parasites are known to attack the scale elsewhere, but no 
parasite had been recorded on it in Hawaii hitherto. 


ENICOSPILUS KAALAE Ashmead: Dr. Gressitt exhibited a long series of 
what is probably this species which he had captured in Kokee, Kauai, at 
about 1,100 meters elevation, early in the morning of October 9 and late 
in the afternoon of October 7. Large numbers of the wasp had assembled 
in clumps of Styphelia tameiameiae and when disturbed they flew out 
downhill, all in the same direction. Among them there was captured a 
single specimen of Enicospilus henshawi Ashmead. 


MIROSTERNUS SUBPARCUS Perkins: Mr. Ford exhibited a piece of dead 
stem from a Cyanea sp. from which 52 of these anobiids had emerged in 
the laboratory. ‘The material had been collected on Kawiwi Ridge, Waia- 
nae Mountains, during August. Mr. Ford has also reared the anobiid from 
Bidens watanensis collected in the same locality. 


THYSANOPTERA sp.: Mr. Bianchi reported a thrips, probably of a genus 
and species new to science, on Pluchea odorata at Barber’s Point, Oahu. 
The insect feeds and develops from egg to adult on the hairy leaves of the 
plant, and has remained in such large numbers since first observed early 
in April of this year that some of the plants have been completely de- 
foliated and appear to be dying. The thrips has not been found on the 
windward side of the island, but it appears to be spreading towards Pear] 
Harbor and Honolulu from the area where it was first discovered in April, 
which indicates that it was probably a new arrival then. It would naturally 
be a slow-spreading species because its winged form is extremely scarce, 
only four winged females having been observed so far. 


AGIGUAN ISLAND: Mr. C. J. Davis, recently returned from an extensive 
study of the snail Achatina fulica Bowdich on this island, gave an in- 
teresting and well-illustrated lecture on the work and results of his expedi- 
tion. This was followed by considerable discussion from the floor. 


TYPHLOPS BRAMINUS (Daudin) : Mr. Clagg spoke of finding this blind 
snake near Pearl Harbor. It had not been reported previously from this 
area. :

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


SCOLOTHRIPS PRIESNERI Sakimura: Mr. Sakimura stated that among an 
old collection borrowed from the Territorial Plant Quarantine Office he 
had found a slide with one male, one female, and six larvae of this species 
of thrips collected by J. Kotinsky, on Erythrina monosperma, at Niu, 
Oahu, on May 16, 1909. This evinces the fact that the species was in the 
Territory at least 45 years before it was recognized and described (“ Pro- 
CEEDINGS, 15:347, 1954) . 


CACTOBLASTIS CACTORUM (Berg): Mr. Beardsley stated that he and Mr. 
Van Zwaluwenburg had found this insect at Mapulehu, Molokai, on Octo- 
ber 28. ‘This is a new island record. 


TROMATOBIA RUFOPECTUS (Cresson): Dr. Gressitt stated that Mr. 
Stephen Au had recently reared this ichneumonid from an egg case of the 
spider Argiope appensa Walckenaer on Kauai. This is a new record for 
that parasite on Kauai. 


SPODOPTERA MAURITIA (Boisduval) : Mr. Van Zwaluwenburg stated that 
a second brood of this insect has made its appearance in lawns at Kailua, 
Oahu, just six weeks after the insect was first reported there. But now the 
parasite population has increased greatly and Apanteles marginiventris 
(Cresson) , Chelonus texanus Cresson, and various tachinid flies are easily 
found. 


CHEIRACANTHIUM DIVERSUM Koch: Mr. Holway stated that he had been 
consulted recently in the case of a child bitten by this clubionid spider 
and taken to ‘Tripler Hospital for treatment. 


CASSIDA CIRCUMDATA Herbst: Mr. Chilson stated that six beetles of this 
species have been intercepted in aircraft from the west Pacific during 
October and November. The species is widespread in the Indo-Malayan 
region, north to Japan and east to Guam, and is a pest of sweet potatoes 
and other Ipomoea. 


ANOPLOLEPIS LONGIPES (Jerdon) : Mr. Clagg reported that this ant has 
been extremely abundant of late at Camp Catlin, Oahu, and that it is re- 
ported as a nuisance in many homes. 
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SOME COLEOPTERA NOT PREVIOUSLY REPORTED IN Hawat—Mr. Ford 
gave the following new records of beetles reported from these Islands for 
the first time: 


Somotrichus unifasciatus (Dejean) : 


Ewa, Oahu, April, 1954, K. L. Maehler. One specimen found under chicken coop. 
Det. E. J. Ford. A nearly cosmopolitan species suspected of being predaceous on 
stored products insects. 


Corticaria elongata (Gyllenhal) 


Ewa, Oahu, November, 1949, E. J. Ford, in moldy pods of Samanea saman. Also 
Wahiawa, Oahu, August, 1953, in light trap. Det. C. F. Von Hayek, British Museum 
(Natural History) . | 


Undetermined colydiid 


Palolo Valley, Oahu, January, 1953, and January, 1954, in dead Metrosideros stumps, 
E. J. Ford. Mr. Pope, of the British Museum, says it is apparently an undescribed 
species from a genus known only from New Zealand.. 


Xyleborus saxeseni (Ratzeburg) 


Puu Palikea, Waianae Mts., Oahu, June, 1954, E. J. Ford, in dying branches of Acacia 
koa. Also at light in Wahiawa, August, 1954. Det. S. L. Wood, Division of Entomology, 
Canadian Dept. of Agriculture. 


Dacne sp. 


Makawao, Maui, March, 1947, K. L. Maehler, in fungi. Waianae Mts. August, 1951, 
September, 1953, and August, 1954, E. J. Ford, in bracket fungi. Det. W. W. Boyle, 
Cornell University. 


Xylophilus marquesanus Blair 


This species was first collected in Honolulu, October, 1905, O. H. Swezey. It was 
determined as Xylophilus sp. by G. E. Bryant in 1921. It has been found on Hawaii 
and Kauai. This is the first time it has been determined as to species. Det. C. F. von 
Hayek, British Museum.

NOTES AND EXHIBITIONS 


SCOLOTHRIPS SEXMACULATUS (Pergande) : Mr. Sakimura stated that he 
had borrowed from the California Academy of Science, D. -Moulton’s 
collection, the specimens mentioned under this name in the “FAUNA 
HawallEnsis,”’ 3:700, 1910 and the “PRocEEpINGs,” 7:108, 1926, and had 
' found them to be Scolothrips priesneri Sakimura. Data on the slide indi- 
cated the collection of these specimens had taken place on the same date 
and locality as that of the specimens from the Territorial Plant Quaran- 
tine Office mentioned by Mr. Sakimura at the last meeting. 


SCAPHYTOPIUS LORICATUS (Van Duzee): Dr. Joyce stated that speci- 
mens of this recent immigrant cicadellid were taken at a light trap on 
November 30 on the north edge of the Honolulu Airport. This capture 
records an extension of the range of the species, reported hitherto from 
Honolulu and Fort Armstrong. | 
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TENODERA AUSTRALASIAE (Leach) : Dr. Joyce spoke of an egg case of this 
mantid which he had noticed attached to the tail light of an automobile, 
showing one way in which the species could be disseminated. 


TELENOMUS NAWAI Ashmead: Mr. Beardsley spoke of rearing this para- 
site from eggs of Spodoptera mauritia (Boisduval) collected recently at 
Aina Haina, Honolulu. ‘The parasite had not been in evidence for a long 
time and had not been reared previously from S. mauritia in the Territory. 


PROTAETIA FUSCA (Herbst) : Dr. Sherman stated that specimens of this 
cetoniid had been sent to him from Kauai, where the species has not been 
previously reported. 


ANOPLOLEPIS LONGIPES (Jerdon), EURYTOMA ORCHIDEARUM (West- 
wood) , ACROLEPIA ASSECTELLA (Zeller): Mr. Fullaway stated that he had 
lately received specimens of the first of these insects collected in Novem- 
ber at the Kona airport, Hawaii; of the second from Lihue, Kauai, col- 
lected in December; and of the third from Hilo, Hawaii, collected in 
November, and that all three of these constituted new records for the 
islands concerned. 


TOXOPTERA AURANTII (Fonscolombe): Mr. Fullaway stated that he 
knew of an infestation by this aphid so severe on a mango tree in Hono- 
lulu that the tree was being seriously harmed.
